Transportation of Canada’s Wheat 
Crop a Huge Undertaking 

Nearly everybody bas learned that 
Canada has, this year, the biggest 
wheat crop in its history, but very tew 
know what will become of It, They 
have a vague idea that it will be sold, 
but to whom and how and when, they 
are not ciwar yet here is a country 
with 386,000,000 bushels of wheat, and 
the job of selling it must present some 
difficulties. To carry it to the flour 
miils or elevators or ships will re- 
quire $36,000 box cars, or 8,400 trains 
ot forty cars each, Allowing for three 
hundred working days in the year, 
this would mean 28 trains a day trom 
sfomewhere everyday in the next 
twelve months. 

After the tarmers have delivered it

Wheat 
from the Maritime Provinces must go 
out via Halifax and St. John, That 
produced in Quebec and Ontario goes 
largely to Montreal and Quebec. The 
wheat from the west goes mainly to 
Fort William and Port Arthur. A 
little goes west to Vancouver and out 
that way, but the bulk of it goes eas 
From Fort William and Port Arthur, 
twin ports at the head of Lake Super- 
jor, the wheat goes down the lakes to 
either Buffalo or Montreal 
which is unloaded from boats at Buf- 
falo goes on to New York. That un- 
loaded at Montreal is transported by 
the big elevators there to steamers 
for Burope. 

Later on in the year, the grain will 
move from Fort William, and Port 
Arthur, “all rail" to Montreal and St. 
John. Up to December Ist all the

Breeders’ Act 


New Regulations Passed by Provincial 
Legisiature Are New in Force 

All’ Manitoba farmers and_ horse- 

breeders wiil be interested in knowing 

prociamation has been issued 
by His Honor the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, bringing into force on and after 
November Sth th» new Horse Breed- 
ers’ Act, passed at the 1914 session 
of the proviucial legislature. 

The new act provides for the enrol- 
ment of stallions under a system of in- 
spection, in view of this it will be 
necessary for enrolment to begin as 
early as possible, as this first inspec- 
tion in the province will entail consid- 
erable work. 

The provinc.al department of agri- 
culture is now sending out particulars 
regarding the working of the act to- 
gether with application forms, All 
owners of pure-bred stallions enrollea 
last year are receiving these by mail. 
The department is anxious to reach 
every man who has brought a stallicn 
into the province since the last enrol- 
ment and urges each one to make ap- 
plication for enrolling stallions at the 
earliest possible date. Any stallion 
which is not properly inspected and 
enrolled cannot be placed in service in 
Manitoba in 1916, and the department 
seeks the hearty co-operation of all in 
order that the inspectors may begin 
work immediately. 

It is intended to conduct this work 
from convenient inspection centres 
throughout the province. As soon as 
the itinerary of the inspectors is ar- 
ranged due notice will be posted in

A romantic history attaches, it is 
said, to tho invention of the gun. 
Kleven years ago an inventor named 
stokes went to the war office in Lon- 
don with the drawings of a new gun.

he called was requested to come again, 
but he never succeeded in seeing any 
vesponsible official. 

Being, however, of a persistent turn 
of mind, he refused to be put off, Cun- 
sequently the war office flunkeys, be- 
coming very tired of his face, asked 
him one day to leave his drawings, 
de did so. And wien the persistent 
inventor subsequently renewed his 
importunate inquiries he wag told that 
the matter was “under consideration.”

Prize List For Fair to be Held in 
March Has Been Issued 

The prize list for the Saskatchewan 

provincial winter fair, to be held in 


Regina, March 14 to 17 next year, has 
been issued. 


‘he revised prize list indicates 
some changes. There will be offered 
in prizes some $6,000 for horses, 


cattle, sheep and swine, of which 
$3,275 is for horses, $1,590 for cattle, 
$650 for sheep, and $600 for swine. 

Rather radici” changes are being 
made in the departments for beef, 
cattle and swine. In the past classes 
were for the different breeds and for 
grades. It has been decided in the 
beef cattle department to prohibit the 
showing of pure-bred females. The 
classes in this department at the 
coming fair will be as follows;

Angus bull,

breed, 

In each class there will be shown 
purebred or grade heifers. In all 
there will be 20 sections in this de- 
partment, and the prizes in the sec- 
tions will be—Ist prize, $25; 2nd, 
$20; Srd, $15; 4th, $10; 5th, $5. 

A new class for beef cattle will be 
those fitted and shown by boys be- 
tween the ages of 10 and 17 years. 
There will be two sections: 1st, steers 
or grade heifers, calved in 1914; 2nd, 
steers or grade heifers, calved in 
1915; and the prizes in these ‘sec- 
tions will be, Ist prize, $50; 2nd, 
$40; Srd, $30; 4th, $25; 5th, $20; 6th, 
$15; Tth, $10; 8th, $5. The boys will 
also be permitted to show their ani- 
mals in other sections for which they 
may be eligible. 

In the swine department there will 
be a class for market hogs and an- 
other for grade hogs. In the market 
class purebred or grade barrows or 
grade sows may be shown. These 
must weigh between 175 and 225 
pounds. There will be four sections 
in this class, with $42 in prizes for 
each section, 

In the breeders’ class, the pigs must 
all have been littered in 1915 and 
must all be purebred, There will be 
sections for sows and for boars, for 
Yorkshire, Berkshire, or any other 
breed, with prizes amounting to $42 
in each section. There will also be a 
class for pens of bacon hogs.

Expedition a Brilliant Strategic Con 
ception Whether Victorious or 
Oti-erwise 

The fact is the Dardanelles expedl- 
tion never represented a main pnase 
of the war, says the New York Sun, 
it was a brilliant strat. gic conception, 
which, had it succeedea, would have 
contributed very materially to short. 
en the struggle, but could not in itself 
have brought about the end. Success 
in i. is by no means vital to the Allies’ 
triumph, nor could complete disaster, 
such as German union with the Turks, 
and a menacing move against Bgy; 
assure the Germans victory in the ful 
sense, Tie entire Near-Bast aie 
including the Jalkan invasion, is a de- 
tail. 
sive. 

All the agitation in Britain over 
the tailure—which may not be a fail 
ure at all—of the dash for Constan- 
unopie is therefore to a large extent 
a tempest in a teapot. It is “Mafeking” 
reversed, The doleful dumps in and 
out of parliament are temperamental, 
hysterical, not military nor reasonable. 
The recall of Sir lan Hamilton, the 
commander-in-chief of the expedition- 
ary force, may b. a wise step; it may 
be the displacement of a man who 
has not risen to his opportunity, or 
it may very well be an act of injustice, 
the making of a scapegoat to satisfy 
the public and stop the mouth of rat- 
tled members of the house of com- 
mons, 

Nobody really knows much about 
the Dardanelles enterprise. It is un- 
certain whether it was possible or 
impecsible in its principal objective, 
viz., the forcing of the Straits and 
the seizure of Constantinople. It Is 
uncertain whether sufficient force 
was sent to effect this purpose and 
it is uncertain whether the force 
available wags exerted in the right 
way. The whole struggle may have 
been a demonstration of. skill and 
courage contending against hopeless 
odds, or it may have been a colossal 
series of blunders from end to end. 
These points cannot be settled now. 
We cannot even see the facts clearly 
for the smoke. Probably they wiil 
never be settled. History will dispute 
them so long as anyone thinks it 
worth while to remember the present 
war. 

But there fs one thing quite cer 
tain: The Allies have derived and 
are deriving prodigious advantages 
from the Dardanelles adventure. It 
has given them returns so great that 
it would be rash to say that the enor- 
mous expenditure in life, in munitiors, 
in ships, in treasure had not been 
fairly compensated, The Dardanelles 
expedition was by far the neatest and 
most effective counter to the entry of 
Turkey into the war as the ally of the 
Central Powers. It neutralized the 
‘Turkish power of offence at once and 
for a long period. i 

It concentrated the contest with 
Turkey in virtually one spot, where- 
as otherwise fighting might have 
been widely diffused and_ Britain's 
prestige might have suffered far 
more {from menaces to her power in 
Egypt within and without than she 
would sustain today even in aban- 
doning the attempt to capture the Ot- 
toman capital, 

As for the situation in the Balkans, 
it would now seem to have been inevit- 
able from the first. To say that the 
check of the Allies contributed any 
more to Bulgaria’s backsliding than 
would a defensive campaign by Britain 
in the Sinai Peninsula is mere non- 
sense. Bulgaria’s actual course was 
probable at all stages of the game, 
and it was finally determined by the 
work of Hindenburg and Mackensen 
in Poland and stussia and not by the 
Turkish resistance to Australian 
troops in the Anafarta region, As for 
the German “drive” throuh Serbia, it 
is quite fair to assume that it would 
have been made sooner or later in any 
case. An attempt to join forces witl 
the Turks and incidentally to crush 
Serbia, the primary aim of the war, 
was too obvious not to have been un- 
dertaken when the Russian armies 
were pushed far enough back to make 
it feasible. 

So far, therefore, it is really fair te 
eredit the Dardanelles with a large de- 
gree of military profit and practically 
no political injury which would not 
have occurred underany circumstances 
As for the thing that has happened, it 
may prove to be far from a real dis- 
aster, Bulgaria's quota of men is no 
doubt of some importance. But the 
wear and tear on Germany's armies in- 
volved in the attempt to penetrate 
Serbia cannot but tend in a most ser- 
ious degree to the exhaustion of the 
Teuton’s power to carry on the war. 
Here as elsewhere, the empire is 
dashing itself to pieces against a re- 
sictance which always gives way but 
never fails to take terrible toll for 
what it surrenders. Can Germany 
stand the cost of fighting her way, to, 
or even toward the Bosphorus? 

We have no doubt Britain will pluck 
up her courage and recover her sur- 
faces of stolidity shortly.

Electricity Will Run Biggest American Battleship

adaptation of all modern improvements 
dn vessels of war and will be one of the 


three battleships which will be the, 
largest and most effective ever built for 
our navy and will rank favorably with 
the great superdreadnaughts of Buro- 
pean powers, 

No keel laying has ever created the 
interest in this country that attaches 
to the recent ceremony, The California 


tenor of his remarks Indicated that the 
government would obey the will of the 
people. 

For the first time Secretary Daniels 
told the story of the great super- 
dreadnaught that is to be. “The uses,” 
he said, “to which electricity has been 
put are well nigh countless, but it 
seems significant that electric propul- 
sion for the modern battleship is first 
to be installed upon the splendid man- 
of-war whose keel we have met to lay 
The electric drive is one of the latest 
results of the pioneer spirit in the uti- 
lization of electric force, It is a@ source 
of pride that the American navy is in- 
itiating the movement for its use upon 
battleships, 

“It may be said that the battleship 
California represents one of the great- 
est advances in modern marine engi- 
neering. Electric propulsion has been 
widely discussed in all countries for 
several years, but the United States is 
the only nation which has got past the 
discussion stage. For two years anda 
half the 20,000 ton collier Jupiter has 
been using the only electrical high pow- 
er marine installation afloat, 

“The California is the logical out- 
come of the department's experiments 
on the Jupiter, and she will be the first 
battleship in the world to be propelled 
by electricity. The combination of the 
electric drive and ofl fuel will enable 
her, at ten knots speed—the speed al- 
ways calculated by navy experts for 
endurance—to steam for nine days 
longer than a coal burning dread- 
naught. In other words, the California 
will be able to steam nearly twice as 
far as the Wyoming or Arkansas, 

“Her sister ships, the new Mississip- 
p! and Idaho, building at Newport 
News and Camden respectively, will 
share with the California the distine- 
tion of being the largest battleships 
yet built or building for our navy. The 
limit of cost of each of these men-of- 
war, exclusive of armor and armament, 
{s $7,800,000, while the actual contract 
prices of the three vessels show a con- 
siderable saving from these figures 
The California completed will repre- 
sent an outlay of about $15,000,000, 

“The fourteen inch guns which she ts 
to mount, having extreme battle ranges 
and greater striking power than any 
naval gun now in use, offer the advan- 
tage of allowing the mounting of twelve 
of them on a single ship, as against 
eight guns of the fifteen inch type 
which have been adopted by some other 
navies.
